Maine farmers are undoubtedly losing a 
profitable operation in neglecting to feed, 
winter and fatten more sheep. We cannot 
now call to mind a man who has engaged 
in sheep husbandry intelligently, who has 
not been rewarded with fair profits, and in 
very many instances wealth has been the 
reward of untiring perseverance in this 
line of live stock. It is well for farmers 
in any town to look about themselves, and 
by comparison see who succeeds best. 
Like all other branches of farming or live 
stock growing, the slack, indolent indi- 
vidual who enjoys a day spent at the store 
or other village resort for loafers, better 
than in and about the barn and sheep 
sheds, looking after and caring for his 
t! flocks and herds, never will succeed, as 
“eternal vigilance is the price of success,” 
which holds true in sheep raising above all 
others. It frequently occurs that sheep are 
sick, and if taken in time, simple remedies 
will prove efficacious. 
owner is so careless as not to learn that a 
sheep is oft from feed until some more ob- 
serving neighbor points it out, he may as 
well go out of the business, and take a 
pickax or spade on some failroad, and 
1} shovel gravel, where muscle and not brains 
is the requisite. It is evident in going over 
the State, that more farmers are studying 
this profitable sheep question, by the num- 
erous flocks of early lambs, that by their 
sleek, comely appearance indicate especial | 
care. No animal will pay better for high feed 
and extra care than will sheep. Poor half- 
wintered ones are poor property, show 
light fleeces and raise very few lambs, 
while a fat sheep will show a clear profit in 
a heavy fleece of wool and will raise one or 
two fat lambs that will pay a second profit 
making high fed sheep double paying ani- 
mals. ‘The very early lambs that bring 
popular prices are very difficult to raise un- 
less under the careful eye of an intelligent 
breeder. Education is what we need in the 
art of making live stock pay, and the closer 
price and the smaller the margin the more 
skill, science and judgment is essential.
